Ht, “P, O'CONNOR'S PEN PORTRAIT. 


Writing in a recent .number of the 
Sunday Times, Mr, T. P. O'Connor says 
of the late Mr. Krassin, the Soviet repre- 
sentative in London:—** : 


I beard with really sincere regret of the 


Sdeath of Mr. Krassin. I met-bim for'the 


first time. some years ago on the Terrace 
of the -House of Commons, and was intro- 
duced to him at his own request ; he pro- 
‘duced at once upon me a very agreeable 
impression. Jt was a handsome face; it 


the gong sevma to teach’ the top: of was a ‘candid and also'a kind face; aod 


could see o9 connection between his 
personality and that of the very. drastic 


régime with which he was associated; as |’ 


a matter of fact, though in the days of 
the Czar,‘ like every lover of liberty, he 
was 4 revolutionary, and though’ he always 
remained of strong radical opinions, he 
wits by no means 2-fanatic. He held it 
to be his duty to help Russia, for Russia 
was his. country,.and to place at the dis- 
posal of the existing Government his. very

In his way he was a genius. He held a 
very high position in the great firm of 
Siemens-Schukurt for some years before’ 
the war, and’nobody achieved a high posi- 
tion in that frm without conspicuous 
technical..abilities.
